2. Captain Conein was reassigned to Amzon at the insistence 
of high echelon War Departzent authorities. When serving nis first 
tour of duty in ETO, Captain Conein becare involved with the daughter 
of the editor of one of tne leading De Gacllist publications. The 
matter apparently was a sericus one for scen Captain Conein was 


returned to the United States, .rench officials contacted United States 


Covermment authorities in Washington, calling to their attention tha 
relationsnip which had previcusly existed between Captain Conein and 
the aforementioned girl. 2ecause of this situation, SsU was directed 
to return Captain Conein in an imnocuous position to 2TC for the pur~ 
poses of settling ois persoral affairs with the aforementioned girl. 


3. The suggestion of Colonel Kubler that Captain Conein be used 
as Tiaison and Concuctirg Officer has been thoroughly discussed in 
Personnel Branch and with Security Branch. It is their wmanixous 


_ Opinion that the choice of cactain Conein to fill this resuisition 


would be unwise. Because of bis past history of versoral relationships 
with high French officials, and because of the fact that Captain Conein 


is supposed to ccewy an inconspicuous position, it is deemed acvisable _ 


that he remain in his presen® position axi not be transferred to a 


position where he night subject the organization to criticism and
